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From a pamphlet publicly distributed by the NAACP 
entitled "How the National Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People Began," a history was obtained. The NAACP start- 
cg when MARY WHITE OVINGTONH, its first member, wet with 
WILLIAM ENGLISH WALLING, a columnist, during tiie first week of 
January in 1909, in a small room of a New York apartment. 


The first conference was held on the evening of May 30, 
19909, at Cooper Union, New York City. Over 1,000 zuests were 
invited and the initial conference was considered a success. 

It was not until the second confereice, held in May, 
1910, that the group organized a permanent body to be known as 
the National Association for the Advancement of Colored People.

His speech making throughout the country 
is strictly on his own and we have found that he has made these 
speaking engagements without any consultation with us. This is 
true even of the meetings that he has spoken to at the request of 
local branches of the N.A.A.C.P. We neither sponsor him nor do 
we vouch for what he says. He is in very sense of the word a rugged 
individualist. 


However, we did undertake the task of straightening out the 
situai on brought about as a result of his speech to the Baltimore 
Branch of the N.A.A.C.P. On the other hand, I do not see what we 
can do concerning his recent statements. I have gone this far. I have 
explained to N.A.A.C.P. officials in the office and in the field 
wherever I have gone that the F.B. I. has no responsibility at all 
for instituting criminal prosecution. As I understand it, the F.B.I.
